Europe. 
The premier said 
that 


without reparation peace would bs 
impossible. 


Mr. Lloyd George said there were 


no proposals for peace. 
To entsr 


into proposals of which they had no 
knowledge was to put their heads 
into a noose with the rope in 
the 


hands of Germany. 


Much as they longed for it, the 


premier added, the central powers 
note and the speech preceding it af- 
forded small 
encouragement 
and 


hope for an immediate and lasting 
peace. 


Mr Lloyd George said- 
"Our answer will be given in full 


accord with our allies. Bach of the 
allies has separately and independ- 
ent!} arrived at the same conclusion 
I ani glad of the first answer gnen 
by France and Russia " 


Mr. Lloyd George said the allies 


would insist that the only end of the 
war must be a complete guarantee 
against Prus=iar militarism disturb 
ins: the peace of Europe. 


The foral reply of the allies, 
the 


premier announced, will be given in 
the course of a few days. 


The premier said' 
"We will await 
until 
we hear 


what terms and 
guarantees there 


are surer than those which Germany 
broke 
Meanwhile we put our trust 


in our unbioken army." 


During the war, the premier said, 


shipping would be nationalized in a 
true sense. 


Preier Lloyd-George announced if 


had been decided to give 
reeosmi- 


tion to the agents cf former Premier 
Venizelos of Greece. 


Dealing with the 
war situation, 


the premier said he had to paint a 
stern but not gloomy picture.

the warring Europeans. Hence he 
will await 
developments, 
holding 


himself ready to tender his services 
at the right time. 
It is not likely 


he ever will make a formal proffer 
of mediation, but the United States 
will play its full part in bringing the 
belligerents together for discussion. 
It is doing that now. As a friendly 
medium of communication between 
the countries ol the Entente Allies 
and the Central Powers and their al- 
lies, we are silent mediators. Only 
a messenger now, it is not our place 
to speak, but we have the position 
that is essential to a successful med- 
iatorship. 
We have the 
ears 
of 


both-sides. 
Actual work of direct- 


ing the thoughts and influencing the 
altitude of the governments at war 
will fall naturally to us. When the 
Allies have made reply to the Ger- 
man overture President Wilson may 
find his chance to make a suggestion 
of historic importance. Possibly he 
will have to await the transmission 
of a second comuiiication from Ger- 
many. That he does not rush in with 
unwise though well-intentioned sug- 
gestions at this 
time strengthens 


American confidence that he will not 
fail to discern the exact moment for 
action. 
That the door is closing on the 


great war is represented to be the 
President's belief. 
It is too much 


to expect that it will go shut with a 
"bang," but the movement toward 
cessation of hostilities can be arrest- 
ed only if passions are stirred anew 
by zealots without responsibility or 
resentments are aroused by untime- 
ly efforts to crowd the responsible 
men to a decision before their judg- 
ments have matured. Here we can 
fully approve a policy of 
watchful 


waiting on the part of neutrals, who 
must, however, he prepared to move 
swiftly and certainly when the mo- 
ment for action by them arrives. As 
peace is -wanted there is. no reason 
why as 
satisfactory a

should not be made by negotiations

Attorney Edward Kibler, Sr , on ' 


behalf of the citizens organization,' 
outlined the constitutional rights of 
the citizens to ask for a vote on the 
change of government. He said that 
the petition bearing more than 1,600 
names presented to council 
asking 


for a special election, was legal and 
that it was signed by three or four 
times as many citizens 
than 
was 
necessary. 


There was no discussion between 


members 
of 
council 
before 
the 


measure was passed.

COMMISSIONERS 


AND COUNCIL DO 
NOT AGREE ON PARK 


It cropped out at the meeting of 


council last evening, that all was not 
harmonious between the city dads 
and the county commissioners, when 
several councilmen took exception to 
the sum of money allowed by the 
commissioners as their part of the 
fund to care for the up keep of the 
court house yard. 


The commissioners, according to 


members of the council, believe that 
a salary of $40 a month is sufficient 
to pay a man to take care 
of the 


shrubbery in the park, while mem- 
bers of council hold 'the opinion that 
the park is too valuable to be placed 
in charge of an incompetent man. 


A competent man is needed, coun- 


cil argues, to care for the shrubbery 
and one can be secured for $40 a 
month. 


Councilman Shirer and Rev. Geo. 


B. Schmidt, talked 
in 
favor of a 


higher price man being employed, 
even if the city had to stand the ex- 
pense. 


"We should have 
enough 
civic 


pride about us," Councilman Shirer 
said, "to take care of the park and 
to keep it beautiful. If the county 
commissioners have no civic pride, 
why we have and I'm in favor of the 
city standing the expense for a com- 
petent man, rather than to have the 
yard spoiled by a man who knows 
nothing of caring for the shrub- 
bery." 


Rev. 
Mr. Schmidt in 
his 
short 


talk said lie did not believe that the 
county commissioners could so un- 
derestimate the beauty of the park, 
as to refuse to help pay a salary of 
at least $60 a month for a compe- 
tent man. 


He advised the members of coun- 


cil to pay another visit to the com- 
missioners and he felt that on the 
next trip, the commissioners would 
realize their mistake and get in on 
the proposition.

he 
was 


not present when members of coun,' 
cil visited the 
commissioners but 


that he was favorable to a higher 
salaried man and would help coun- 
cil raise the required sum of money 
for salary.

A statement issued by the bureau 
says: 


"We have 'the poor' in our mids 


who are pitifully poor! 
Yes, mos 


of them are 
failures. 
They 
are 


shiftless, inefficient, given to manj 
forms of foolishness and 
some 
to 


drink. 
But they are poor! 
They 


are hungry and cold! Some are al 
most naked; they have so little bed 
ding and when the gas runs low or 
the poor little fire of drift wood 01 
cheap coal goes out they shiver al 
night and then, hungry and ill clad 
they try to work. 


"Yes, they are 
inefficient, 
bu 


please help us to give them another 
chance! Let us pass on to them tin 
'good tidings' and see if they won 
take heart and try again. Some are 
ready to give up. Coal at $6 a ton 
six children, rent, groceries, cloth 
ing, and only $2 a day to support the 
family. 
You know it can't be done 


Potatoes cost them the same price 
you pay, so does coal and what can 
they do? They are starving and cold 
and unfit for anything. 


"Gifts for relief work 
have

been large this year. Very few have 
.responded to the appeals of the Sal- 
vation Army or Associated Charities

once popular ragtime "There'll be a 
Hot Time in the Old Town." which 
was popular about 
the 
time 
the 


Spanish American war 
broke out. 


The death of Joe Hayden. variety 
actor—we call 'em "vodev'll" these 
days—at Santa Rosa. Cal., last Fri- 
day recalled the circumstances which 
prompted the writing of that song, 
the only one Hayden 
ever 
wrote 


which became popular. 


At the time, Hayden was playing 


in a Cripple Creek. Colo., variety 
theater. With a newspaper man he 
visited the city prison one morning 
where a negro was finishing up a 
short "bit" for a 
roushhouse in 


which she took part in one section of 
Cripple Creek called "Old Town." 


Old Town was a mining camp and j 


even in the late nineties was a lively 
place at times. 


The negro in the cell corriuer had 


not 
forgotten 
the 
circumstances 


which brought her to that gloomy 
place. Neither had she forgotten the 
other negro who was 
responsible 


for her incarceration and as 
her 


hour of freedom 
approached 
she 


turned over in- her mind some meth- 
od of getting even. 
She had com- 


pleted her plans apparently, for as 
she paced the narrow confines of 
her cell she crooned, "there'll be a 
hot time in Ole' Town tonight" The 
unusual strains of the melody struck 
Hayden as being peculiarly effective 
and he asked a question or two as 
he left the prison. Going to his ho- 
tel room, he composed the words and 
air and sang it thai nishl in (he 
little CrippJe 
Cueek 
theatre. 
Be- 


cause of the local connection and 
the catchy air, UK- song made an in- 
stantaneous hit with the natives of] 
Cripple Creek. 
Hayden immediate- j 


3y arranged to have the song pub- 
lished and though it had a wonderful 
"run" by a strange trick of fale in- 
volving; the failure of the publishing 
house Hayden never realized much 
from it and <33«S a pauper. 


It has been 
said 
that 
Ilavden 


wrote the song in New York to break 
the monotony of dozens 
of senti- 


mental ballads which "broke out" 
about that time. Among these were 
"A Bird in a Gilded Cage," "In the 
Baggage Coach Ahead," "After the 
Ball," "Hello 
Central, 
Give 
Me 


Heaven," and others. 


Hayden's "Hot Time" because of 


its swinging march time, 
became 


popular with the Spanish War sol- 
diers and Newark people, particu- 
larly those 
who were 
fortunate 


enough to be in Columbus when 
the troops in Camp Bushnell march- 
ed to the trains for the southern mil- 
itary camps ready for the voyage to 
Cuba and Porto Rico, will forget the 
"battle song" which played by the 
military band and sung 
by the 


inarching troops thrilled the specta- 
tors lined up along the streets. 


Hayden was never a headliner in 


vaudeville and his last days were 
spent as a pauper. But for the iren- 
erous provisions made by the Min- 
neapolis lodge of Elks, of which he 
was a member, his last days would 
have been bitter indeed.

New York City Garbage Disposal. 
The method of garbage disposal hi 


New York city is as follows: 


Garbage, placed to separate cans by 


householders, is collected hi city vehi- 
cles and transported to dumps along 
the water fronts of Manhattan, the 
Bronx and Brooklyn, where it is plac- 
ed upon contractors' scows. 


A filled scow is towed to a reduction 


plant on Barren island, in Jamaica 
bay, where the material is cooked, the 
grease extracted and the tankage or 
soiled matter dried. Grease is sold 
for soap making, etc., and tankage is 
used as fertilizer. The moisture only 
is wasted. 


The contractor's work begins at the 


dumps, and for the privilege of receiv- 
ing the 400,000 tons of garbage per 
annum the contractor is obliged by 
agreement to pay the city an average 
sum of $97,000 per year for a term ot 
| fire years.—New York Times.

Egg shampoo is not good for light 
hair, for it contains sulphur, which 
will darken it 
rapidly. 
Oils 
also 


have a darkening effect on the hair, j 
and should not be used unless abso- 
lutely necessary. 


An excellent soap jelly for blonde 
hair is made by shaving a cake of i 
castile soap into a saucepan and j 
dissolving it in a pint of boiling wa-' 
ter. 
Keep the mixture warm until 


the soap has dissolved, 
then 
pour 


the liquid into a wide-mouthed jar. 
When shampooing the hair use one- 
half teaspoonful of bicarbonate of 
soda to each 
teaspoonful of 
soap 


jelly. If you find that the bicarbon- 
ate of soda has too drying an effect 
on the hair, discontinue its use, for 
it frequently makes blonde hair life- 
less and brittle. 


Do not dry blonde hair by artifi- 


cial heat. It will loose its sheen 
texture. Rub the scalp briskly, but 
gently, with a towel to stimulate cn- 
culation, and then sit in the sun- 
light, separating the hair so that 
each portion receives its share of the 
sunbatb. This manner of drying re- 
quires a much longer time, but the 
softness and sheen of the hair will 
reward you for your patience. 


Brunettes should 
use shampoo 


containing 
oils, 
sub-carbonate 
of 


soda or yolks of eggs. They are ex- 
cellent for dark 
hair, stimulating 


growth and improving the luster.
